POSTMASTER GENERAL 


Reports on Deficits in the Post 


Office Department 


.WASHINGTON, 
Dee. 27.—Con- 


fronted with a deficit of 517,479,710, the 
present .administration of the post of- 
fice department began its 
operations. 


This was tha'largest deficit in the his- 
tory of the postal service. 
So long as 


the deficit in the department aggregat- 
ed only a few million of dollars annu- 
ally, little attention waa paid to it; 
but when, in the last few years—it 
leaped to'upward of 
$10,000,000, 
and 


iinally, in 1909, exceeded 
$17,000:000, 


"ordinary business prudence suggest- 
ed that the causes be definitely locat- 
ed." 


These are statements-in the annual 


report of Postmaster General Prank 
H. Hitchcock, made 
public yesterday. 


Concerning the results of inquiries into 
the deficit, the 
postmaster 
general 


says: 
• ,;, 


"Recent Investigations have 
shown 


that the two great sources of los's to. 
the postal revenues are 
second-class 


mail matter and rural delivery. 


"The loss on second-class mail mat- 


ter has 
been 
increasing for 
many 


years, until it now amounts to ?64,- 
000,000. 


The loss from rural delivery, a ser- 


vice begun hardly a dozen years ago 
and of unprecedented growth, reaches 
as high as twenty-eight millions. 


"In these two items alone the post- 
al service now suffers an annual loss 
of more than the entire national defi- 
cit of the last fiscal year. 


"Simultaneously, with 
the 
growing 


deficit in the postal service, the na- 
tion's income suffered last year a se- 
rious depletion incident to the financial 
depression. Thus it happened that the 
department's drafts on the 
treasury 


were heaviest at a time 
when 
the' 


public funds were lowest. 
This has 


accentuated the 
importance 
of the 


postal deficit, making It eonspicuou 
among the losses to be met by 
the 


president's plan of reducing expend! 
tures in ail executive departments. 


"Since tho opening of the adminis 


tration the postmaster general anil his. 
assistants have adopted measures in 
conformity with the president's poll 
cy of retrenchment, and these meas 
ures are being put Into 
effect 
with 


substantial results, as will be shown in 
this report. 
"It should be stated with emphasis 


however, that economy is not to be en 
forced at the cost of efficiency. 


"Only such measures 
o£ eeonom; 


will be adopted, therefore, as can bi 
made a consistent part of a genera 
program having for its chief 
objec 


the. Improvement of the personnel, the 
form of organization, and the. bnsi 
ness methods ot the postal establish- 
ment. 
"The most striking fact -disclose< 


by recent investigations is the 
ire 


mendous loss on account 
of 
second1 


class mail. 
While this class of mai 


provides a revenue of little more trim 
1 cent a pound, the cost to the govern 
ment for its handling and transporta 
tlon averages 9.23 cents a pound. I'll' 
annual loss thus incurred, as already 
stated, is about 504,000,000.

al savings system. 


"Of the vessels carrying mails to the 


Orient more, than 70 per cent, fly for- 
eign flags, while not a single steam- 
ship now carrying our mails to Aus- 
tralasia and to South America, except 
the north coast, flies the American flag. 
These parts of l.he'world arc of great 
commercial importance, and the main- 
tenance of frequent, fast, and regular 
mall service would be the first step in 
establishing closer trade relations with 
them. Contracts for service to these 
countries cannot be secured under the 
iresent law. More liberal remuneration 
is necessary.

ATLANTIC CITY, Is. J., Dec. 27.-— 


Tl.onscd to action after a night of anx- 
ious watching through the g«le ant1, 
storm, the hardy life-savers at Toms 
River station, 25 miles above this city, 
avert the lives of 27 men from 
the 


wreck of the tramp steamer Thin-man, 
which had dashed on the bar in the 
•oaring breakers. 


Led by Capt. Henry M. Ware, the 


government crew 
lirst attempted 
to 


launch their lifeboat, but this was im- 
possible. They then resorted 
to 
the 


breeches buoy to bring the imperiled 
men ashore more dead than alive. 


The rescued men were eared for at 


the lonely government station, but their 
vessel will probably be 
pounded 
to 


pieces by the big waves that have al- 
ri'aily smashed her upper works and 
iilled her with water.

MERCHANT 
MARINE. 


Not only is the high protective tariff largely responsible for the high 


cost of living but also for the decadence of American shipping. 
A ship 


subsidy bill is now sought by the same men who authorize (he high tariff 
imports, but the best way to encourage a merchant marine is to reduce 
the tariff. 


If we had Atlanlic liners we could not find men in this country to man 


them properly and might have to Hociirc (hem from England or Germany. 


There is a considerable difference between running one of (he ocean 


grey hounds and (he trading vessels in (his country. The only source from 
which we might draw competent men is the Great Lakes, but all the sea- 
faring men in that region arc needed there. 


Had we a merchant marine tomorrow wo should be obliged to import 


seamen, but (here is A rigorous law against any such importiilion of labor, 
so that we should have to follow the example of some large corporations 
when they want men from abroad—advertise in Europe 
that 
men 
are 


wanted at good wages, and eligible men will come of their own accord. 


TO OVERCOME THE 
TRUSTS. 


There are two ways by which the food trusts should be fought. 
One is 


to establish as many independent plnnls as possible, to produce as much 
as possible from the soil, the other to proceed against the trusts under the 
anti-trust law. 


The people under conditions such as prevail at present will have to 


make the most of their local opportunities and resources. Where 
it is 


possible, men who have the lime should cultivate a little tract of land so as 
to supplement the income from oilier sources. 
There K plenty of waste 


land available in (he suburbs of every New England city, and as a rule the 
electric cars make the access easy and rapid. 


Lowell is a small city in point of area, and yet anybody who wants 


vacant land for cultivation will not have fur to go to .find il. There is u 
great deal of it in and around Lowell. This can be used to advantage dur- 
ing the coming year for raising vegetables of various kinds. There is every 
inducement at the present iime for men to engage in the farming business 
on an extensive scale. There is money (o be made in raising poultry, beef, 
cattle and hogs. 


While the price of incut soars, as it is doing at the present time, (here 


is an opportunity for every farmer Io make a good profit in fattening cattle 
for slaughter. Why not slrike « blow at trust prices by raining beef and 
pork for the local market'?

Reports on Deficits in the Pos 


Office Department 


WASHINGTON, 
Deo. 
27.—Con- 


fronted with a deficit ol 517,479,770, the 
present administration o£ the post of- 
fleo department began itr? operations. 
This was the largest deflcit in the liis- 
tory of the postal service, j So long as 
the deflcit in the department aggregat- 
ed only a few million of dollars annu- 
ally, little attention wan Bald to it; 
but when, in the last few years—it 
leaped to upward of 
510,000,000, 
and 


finally, in 1909, exceeded 
517,000,000, 


"ordinary business prudence suggest- 
ed that the causes be definitely locat- 
ed." 


These are statements in the annual 


report of Postmaster General Frank 
H. Hitchcock, made public yesterday. 
Concerning the results of inquiries into 
the deficit, the 
postmaster 
general 


says: 


"Recent investigations have 
shown 


that the two great sources of loss to 
the postal revenues are 
second-class 


mail matter and rural delivery. 


"The loss on second-class mail mat- 


ter has 
been 
Increasing- for 
many 


years, until it now amounts to ?G4,- 
000,000. 


The loss from rural delivery, a ser- 


vice begun hardly a dozen years ago 
and of unprecedented growth, reaches 
as high as twenty-eight millions. 


"In these two items alone the post- 


al service now suffers an. annual loss 
of more than the entlro national defi- 
c-it of the last fiscal-year. 


"Simultaneously with 
the 
growing 


deflcit in the postal service, the na- 
tion's Income suffered last year a se- 
rious depletion incident to the financial 
depression. Thus it happened that the 
department's drafts on the 
treasury 


were heaviest at a time 
when 
the 


public funds were lowest. 
This hi 


accentuated the 
importance 
of tr 


postal deflcit, making it consj>icuoi 
among the losses to be mot by 
th 


president's plan of reducing expend 
tures in all executive departments. 


"Since the opening of the admini 


tration the postmaster general and h 
assistants have adopted measures 
conformity with the president's pol 
cy of retrenchment, and these meas 
ures are being put into 
effect 
wi' 


substantial results, as will be shown 
this report. 


"It should be stateQ with emphas! 


however, that economy is not to bo en 
forced at the cost of efficiency. 


"Only such measures 
of

will be adopted, therefore, as can 1 
made a consistent part of a gener 
program having for its chief

the improvement of the personnel, th 
form of organization, and the bus 
ness methods of the postal establisl 
ment.

PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 27.—Philadelphia is still in the grip of the 


blizzard which descended upon this section Christmas day. General busi- 
ness is tied up worse than it has been in several years, and it may bo 
several days before conditions become normal. Railroad traffic and street 
car service arc still in bad shape. 


With the exception of the Market street subway lino there was prac- 


tically no street cur service in the city during the morning and nearly all 
Philadelphia got lo work late. 
The railroad situation was improved, but 


there was no attempt on iiny railroad to stick tu schedules. The Pennsyl- 
vania railroad and the Reading Co. announced that they have no trains 
actually stalled in the .snow but all through trains are many hours late. 


Reports received early today show that five persons lost their lives 


during the storm. In eacli case death was due to exhaustion. 


The most difficult problem on the hands of the railroad officials this 


morning was the handling of the suburban traffic. 


Because of the tie-up in railroad traffic there is almost a famine so 


far as milk is concerned.

Reports on Deficits in the Post 


Office Department 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Con- 


fronted with a deficit of $17,479,770, the 
present administration of the post of- 
fice department began its 
operations. 


This was the largest deficit In the his- 
tory of the postal service. 
So long as 


the deficit in the department aggregat- 
ed only a few million of dollars annu- 
ally, little attention was paid to It; 
but when, In the last few years—it 
leaped to upward of $10,000,000, 
and 


finally, in 1S09, exceeded 
$17,000,000, 


."ordinary business prudence- suggest- 
ed that the causes be definitely locat- 
ed." 


These are statements In the annual 


report of Postmaster General Frank 
H; Hitchcock, made public yesterday. 
Concerning the results of inquiries into 
the deficit, the 
postmaster 
general 


says: 


"Recent investigations have shown 


that the two great sources of loss to 
the postal revenues are second-class 
mail matter and rural delivery. 


"The loss on second-class mail mat- 


ter has 
been 
increasing for 
many 


years, until it now amounts to $84,- 
000,000. 


The loss from rural delivery, a ser- 


vice begun hardly a dozen years ago 
and of unprecedented growth, reaches 
as high as twenty-eight millions. 


"In these two items alone the post- 


al service now suffers ah annual loss 
of more than the entire national defi- 
cit of the last fiscal year. 


"Simultaneously with 
the 
growing 


deficit in the postal service, the na- 
tion's income suffered last year a se- 
rious depletion incident to the financial 
depression. Thus it happened that the 
department's drafts on the 
treasury 


were heaviest at a time 
when 
the 


public funds were lowest. 
This has 


accentuated the 
importance 
of 
the 


postal deficit, making it conspicuous 
among the losses to be met by the 
president's plan of reducing expendi- 
tures in all executive departments. 


"Since the opening of the adminis- 


tration the postmaster general and his 
assistants have adopted 
measures in 


conformity with the president's poli- 
cy of retrenchment, and these meas- 
ures are being put into 
effect 
with 
substantial results, as will be shown in 
this report. 


"It should bo stated with emphasis, 


however, that economy is not to be en- 
forced at the cost of efficiency. 


"Only such measures 
o£ economy 


will be adopted, therefore, as -can. be 
made a consistent part of a general 
program having for its chief 
object 
tho improvement of the personnel, the 
form of organization, and the .busi- 
ness methods of the postal establish- 
ment. 
"The most striking fact disclosed 


by recent investigations 
is the tre- 


mendous loss on account 
of second- 
class mail. 
While this class of mail 


provides a revenue of little more tnan 
1 cent a pound, the'cost to the govern- 
ment for its handling-and transporta- 
tion averages 9.23 cents a pound. The 
annual loss thus incurred, as already 
stated, is about 564,000,000. The growth 
in the quantity of second class mallei 
sent Ihrough the mails has been ex- 
traordinary- Since the passage of the 
act of 1879 prescribing; condilions un- 
der which publications may be mailec 
at second class rates the weight of 
such matter has increased more than 
1300 
per cent. Last year it amounted 


to over 700.000,000 pounds. 
By tilt 


weighing of 1907 second class matter 
was shown to constitute 63 per cent 
of all domestic mail, and yet It yieldec 
only about 5 per cent, of the postal 
revenues. The loss on second-class 
matter was greater than tho profils on 
all classes of mail combined.

If the several branches of 
the federal government were made to 
bear their proper share of the expense 
of .transporting and handling, official 
mail, greater care would be taken no 
doubt in the exercise of the franking 
privilege and some saving to the gov- 
ernment would accordingly result. The 
wisdom of doing away entirely with 
the franking privilege or official. mail 
has been suggested, but this is a mat- 
ter for congress to determine. Such a 
plan would relieve the postoffice, de- 
partment of a heavy expense it is now 
obliged to incur in tho handling of free 
mail for other branches of the govern- 
ment establishment." 


"The Hural Delivery service has de- 


veloped in twelve years • from an ex- 
periment, requiring an appropriation of 
$40,000, to one of the largest branches 
of the postal establishment, 
with an 


annual expenditure exceeding $35,000,- 
000. 
The postage on matter mailed on 


rural routes is estimated of about $7,- 
000.000. The.importance of this service 
to a large number of people is fully 
appreciated. 
-It brings the farms and 


villages into closer communication with 
commercial and educational centers. It 
encourages the Improvement of country 
roads. By making rural life more at- 
tractive it stimulates .agriculture. No 
doubt it is partly responsible for the 
increase in farm values. Owing to the 
marvelously rapid growth of this ser- 
vice, however, it is but natural thai 
defects have developed. 
The cost of 


rural delivery is probably much greater 
than it should be. 
Now is an appro- 


priate time for considering well the 
conditions under which It is operated, 
for perfecting the existing organiza- 
tion, and far Introducing sucli econ- 
omics us are consistent with a proper 
conduct of the service. 


"In so far as the rates of payment 


for transportation of the mails are fix- 
ed by contracts based on competitive 
bidding, there can be no doubt as to 
their fairness.. The larger part ot this 
Item, however, is for payments to rail- 
ways at rates fixed by law. The charge 
for this service during tlie past fiscal 
year was nearly $50,000,000. 


"In one respect, 
the postal service 


is susceptible of marked improvement. 
It needs a more effective system or 
supervlclon. Over 60,000 offices scatter- 
ed throughout the length and breadth 
of the land are directly dependent on 
the department at Washington for • In- 
structions, for authority to.make ex- 
penditures, and for supplies. It would 
seem to be an excellent plan to make 
largo city postofTices the 
centers of 


convenient postal areas by giving city 
postmasters supervisory authority over 
the smaller offices of the neighborhood. 


"The department's recommendation 


for the establishment of a postnl sav- 
ings banks is earnestly renewed. As 98 
per cent, of the savings of the people 
are deposited In the liunks of 14 states, 
the need for additional savings depos- 
itories for other narts o£ the country 
is apparent. These portions 
of the 


United States now wanting in such fa- 
cilities 
could 
be readily supplied 


through the instrumentality of a post- 
al savings system. 


"Of the vessels carrying malls to the 


Orient moro than 70 per cent, fly for- 
eign flags, while not a single steam- 
ship now carrying our mails to Aus- 
tralasia and to South America, except 
the north coast, flies the American flag. 
These pa'rts of Ihe world are of great 
commercial importance, and the main- 
tenance of frequent, fast, and regular 
mnll service would be the first step in 
establishing closer trade relations with) 
them. 
Contracts for service to these) 


countries cannot be secured under tho 
present law. More liberal remuneration 
is necessary. 
Legislation should be 


enacted granting adequate mall pay to 
American steamships on routes of this 
character. 
"To provide a simple and 
cheap 


moans of transmitting small 
sums 


through the mails, and to lessen tho 
use of coins, bills and postage stamps 
for that purpose, it is recommended 
that a form ef postal note or check be 
adopted, similar to the present money 
order, but issued for lower fees with- 
out written application in fixed de- 
nominations less than J10.

of means by which the public could 
facilitate tho work of the post office 
department.

today, and it,is believer! that the vessel struck on one of the outer ledges of, 
the harbor during yesterday's storm and went to pieces with the loss of all 
on board, a total of 12 men. Tlie Palmer was sighted off Cape Cod on Snt- 
.urday bound into Massachusetts bay. 


The Davis Palmer was one of the biggest of the five-masted schooners 


owned by the W. F. Palmer estate of this city. She sailed from Newport 
News on December 21 for this port with 4000 tons of coal. She was sighted 
Saturday afternoon, some twelve hours before the storm broke, off Pamet 
river, four miles south of Gnpe Cod light, and when the weather cleared 
today she wns not seen either in the harbor or in the. bay. 


When dawn broke today a lobsterman at Hull named. William Soper 


discovered great masses of wreckage on the beach at Windmill point, three 
miles inside of Boston light. In the wreckage he found a signal box con- 
taining a burgee with the name Davis Palmer on it.

make the most of their local opportunities and resources. Where 
it is 


possible, men who have the time should cultivate a little tract of land so as 
to supplement the income from other sources. 
There is plenty of wiiste 


land available in the suburbs of every Now England city, and as a rule tho 
electric cars make the access oiisy and rapid. 


Lowell is a small city in point of area, and yet anybody who wants 


vacant land for cultivation will not have far to go to .find it. There is n 
great deal of it in mid around Lowell. This can be used to advantage dur- 
ing the coming year for raisin?: vegetables of various kinds. There is every 
inducement at the present time for men to engage in the farming business 
on an extensive scale. There is money to be made in raising poultry, beef, 
cattle and hogs. 


While the price of meat soars, as it is doing at tho present time, there 


is an opportunity for every farmer lo mako a good profit, in fattening cattle 
for slaughter. "Why not strike n blow at trust prices by raising beef and 
pork for the local market?
